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Arndving {n South Dakota in 1880, Horace Fishback established a general stonre
and the §inst private banking institution in the county. The property that was to
become the Fishback estate was acquired <n 1885. AL this time the estate contained
approximately 21.4 acres. The Land extended nornth to Efeventh Street and
ended at the State College property Lines, until Fishback Subdivision was platted
{n 1955, The home property comprdises four and s4x/tenths acres in 1986. Structures
on the property include the Neo-CLassical dwelling, the barn (contributing) and a
small shed (non-contrdibuting). Budlt in approximately 1903 to replace an original
barn destroyed by a windstorm, the barn was constructed with a double braced raftexr
system with modified trusses to protect against future catastrophic incidents.!

This two story rectangular shaped, clapboard grame structure 45 covered with a gambrel
noof that was extended to the east to form an axial shed addition to house the cows.
Ten double hung sash windows containing four over four Lights are irnregularly spaced
on three sides of the barn. Edght sash windows with two over two Lights are found

on all gour sides. A Louvered coupola with an ordiginal weathervane s centered 4n

the asphalt shingled roof.

The construction of the barn was cefebrated with a barn dance 4n the hayloft
area. FLAhbach gamily members necall that the barn was theirn "great summer camp
and playhouse"Zand Kennedy documents that the barn was the site of many games, <ncfuding
hide and seek, knock the wicket, kick the can, tag, foflow the feader and the tire
game. 3 The baAn was used to houée horses and cows and as a storage area for buggies,
swireys and autos on the main §loor and as a hay storage area on the second §Loox.
Today, the barn serves as a garage and as a storage area for the original trotting
buggy and surrey. The hayloft area contains a basketball court and becomes the site
of Lively basketball games.

The U.T.M. coordinate of the Fishback Estate remains at 14/ 675740/ 4908960, as
described in the 1976 nominatidon. However, a 1986 historic sites survey by Sherry
De Boer for the City of Brookings Historic Preservation Commission revealed the

need to revise the documentation to ensure that the barn was included on the Natiomnal
Register. The barn as described in the ammendment to Item 7 is an integral part of
the site and must be incorporated into the boundaries. These boundary limits are
detailed in the amended Item 10 and are based on the legal description for the
Estate.
